The directors’ report was reat, as follows :— 

The directors report that the underground works have progressed most satis- 
factorily during the last half-year, and the reserves of discovered ore very largely 
increased, T he western shaft (Edwards’s) is communicated with the engine- 
shaft, which will facilitate future workings. The new shaft (Seaham) is sunk

Che reasons why this level is not driven at present are that we generally drive 
our levels in the flookan by the side of the lode, and use the stuff from them to 
fill up the stopes, but we have no room to take this stuff until the 45 is opened 
out. Another reason is that we have only one shaft as yet to wind all our stuff, 
and we cannot spare the time to wind it to surface, nor can we afford to send it 
to surface, as it will be so soon required in the 45, and to drive the level in the 
lode would be very expensive. The three stopes in the back of this level, east of 
shaft, measuring in length 24 fms., are on an average 20 ft. high, 20 ft. wide, 
and worth 314 tons of lead ore per cubic fathom, A cross-cut has been put out 
south from the last-mentioned stopes at a point 14 fms. east of shaft into the 
fookan, and a rise put up to the 15 for the purpose of ventilation, and to form 
a passage for the supply of stuff from the 15 east to fill up the stopes. The four 
stopes, the total length of which is 30 fms., west of the engine-shaft, are onan 
average 21 ft. high and 25 ft. wide, and will produce3' tons of lead ore per cubic 
fathom. The 15, west of engine-shaft, has been extended 35 fms., and commu- 
nicated with the level from Edwards’s shaft. The latter level has also been 
extended east from Edwards's 41 fms., in the aggregate an extension of 76 fms., 
which has been driven in the soft by the sideof the lode, Good spots of ore seen 
at different places in the hanging of the lode on the heading side of this level. 
At a point 136 fms. west of engine-shaft we are driving a cross-cut to prove the 
value of the lode, which has been so far unproductive, but showing spots of lead 
occasionally.

When an engine is erected here to draw 
the stuff we can lay open new stopes upon the great reserves already discovered 
east of the 94 fms. winze, and by attaching a crusher to the engine, and laying 
out a new floor, we can commence dressing, A winze has been started in the 
bottom of this level, 75 fathoms west of the engine-shaft, in order to meet the 
30 fathom level with ventilation, and stuff to fill the stopes when required. 
Che 15, east of engine-shaft, has been extended 3144 fms. in the soft by the side 
of the lode. Ata point 54 fms, east of the shaft a cross-cut has been driven 
north 10 ft. through a lode 9 ft. wide, worth 3 tons of lead ore per cubic fathom, 
and from this point to the present end (a distance of 24 fms.) a good mixture of 
ore is to be seen at several places, where we had tried it by merely one blast ;

We are putting up a rise to the adit in 
the back of the last-mentioned stope for the purpose of filling up the stopes, 
which is up 14fms. ‘The deep adit level), west of engine-shaft, has been for 
some time suspended at a point 120 fms. west of shaft, in consequence of its 
being too shallow, and the communication of the 15 with Edwards’s shaft 
having answered all the purposes of ventilation ; at the present end a rise has 
been holed through to surface, The deep adit permanent levels have been ex- 
tended east of shaft 124% fms., and west of ditto 10 fms.; total length, east 
254% fms. and west 34fms, The deep adit level, east of engine-shaft, is ex- 
tended 25 fms. through a lode showing spots of lead occasionally, but as proved 
in the 15 weare not deep enough for the runs of lead. The present end is gain- 
ing cover very rapidly, and is within 50 fms. of getting under the winze inthe 
old workings, where I found the lode productive years ago, but owing to the 
quickness of the water we were obliged to abandon it. The &6 fms. winze, on 
the bottom of this level, is down 142 fms,, and in another 3 ft. sinking will be 
deep enough for the 15 fm, level.

The level from the deep adit cross-cut to Seaham’s shaft is 
driven 9 fms., and will take 4 fms. more driving to come into it.—Surface: Our 
surface additions comprise the following: ~The reservoir is completed to a 
depth of 24 ft. ; we intend raising the embankment 5 ft. higher. At Seaham’s 
shaft we have erected a poppet-head and two drawing machines (one to draw 
from Seaham’s shaft and the other from the 45 fms, winze), and fixed and set 
the engine to work, and made a house over the same. We Save built the bob- 
pit for the pamping arrangement from Seaham’s shaft. The excavations for 
the foundations of the pair of 18-in. cylinder engines have been completed, and 
the masons are making fair progress in building the foundations. The agent’s 
house is completed. Wehave taken out the old stone-breaker, and pat the new 
one, which is larger, in its place. An addition has been made to the Prince of 
Wales engine—that is, an extra boiler and house over thesame. On the middle 
fioors we have fixed two new Jjiggings, shafting, &c., and one propeller buddle, 
with the necessary trunks, &c; we have alsoenlarged the lead ore bin. On the 
new floors we have fixed and set to work 10 new jiggings, shafting, &c., three 
triple compartments, German jiggings, two flat buddies, trunks, &c., and one 
new propeller buddle, over the whole of which we have erected new sheds. We 
have constructed six large slime pits for the filtering of the water from the 
floors, and six more will be completed in about a week. The railway has been 
opened for our traffic since the beginning of January, and we find it now to be 
indispensably necessary, not only that, but aun immense saving to the concern. 
The machinery is all in good working order. I would conclude by drawing 
your attention to the foregoing report, from which I have no doubt you will be 
fully convinced of the valuable improvements in your property, and be more 
satisfied than ever of its established permanency. You are doubtless aware, 
and can see from the section and this report, that our reserves are increasing 
at an amazingly fast rate, and that to work the mine upon a scale which this 
accumulation of reserves command a great deal of preliminary or preparatory 
work is uccessary, aud one of the first points to be looked to 1s the sinking of 
Seaham’s shaft to the 45 as quickly as possible ; coupled with that, and in order 
to keep the mine well supplied with stuff for filling up, we must construct a 
double incline from Seaham’s shaft down to the fioors, and when one set of 
tram-wagons will be bringing the orestuff down to the floors the empties can 
be filled with refuse or waste (from the floors), and sent down into the mine to 
fill up the stopes. Every practical man is at once convinced of the impossibi- 
lity of working this mine upon any other system than that of filling up. It 
will also be necessary to prepare reservoirs at different places around the mine 
to accumulate {water in winter for dressing in summer; as all this work will 
require time itcannot be done at once. When anengine and crusher are erected 
at Edwards’s shaft, and a new floor laid out there (which we shall take in 
hand as soon as circumstances will admit), you may expect a large increase in 
your monthly returns. We shall sampleon Monday next for this four weeks 
430 tons of lead ore and 100 tons of blende.—WM,. WILLIAMS. 


The CHAIRMAN said the reports just submitted were so thoroughly 
exhaustive, and entered so fully into every detail, that little, if any- 
thing, had been left for him to add. He might say the directors had 
been most unremitting in their exertions in actively co-operating with 
Capt. Williams in the practical adoption of the many admirable sug- 
gestions he had made, and, after due consideration, in authorising 
from time to time the expenditure necessary for the extension of the 
requisite works, commensurate with the progressive capabilities of 
the mine. Every economy had been practised, both here and at the 
mine, and the result already was that for complete machinery, sur- 
face erections, and great and increasing productiveness, Van was un- 
equalled in the United Kingdom. (Hear, hear.) This fact was es- 
tablished by the statement in Capt. Williams’ report—that by the ex- 
penditure of 4000/. he would be enabled to return no less than 800 tons 
of lead per month—so that it was not for want of mineral, but simply 
for facilities wherewith to raise it to surface, that they could not 
forthwith largely increase their monthly returns. The necessary ap- 
pliances, however, were being rapidly and energetically augmented, 
while the Van Railway, which was all but complete, would prove a 
most important and permanent economic auxiliary in the successful 
development of the property. (Hear,hear.) Every detail had been 
and would continue to be zealously and efficiently carried out under 
the skilled and able management of Captain Williams, while the di- 
rectors would, as hitherto, do all in their power to promote the best 
interests of the shareholders, (Hear, hear.) Before proposing the 
resolution for the reception and adoption of the report and accounts, 
he would submit the following statement, in order that the share- 
holders might know the present financial condition of the company :

Supplementing the above, he might state that not only was there no 
liability against those assets, but the month’s cost had been paid for 
the month’s sale of ore about to be made. (Hear, hear.) He then 
moved that the report and balance-sheet be received and adopted, 

Mr, SLOUS seconded the proposition, and in doing so wished to 
direct attention to a point of very great importance. They all knew 
it was to the 45 fm. level they looked for their great riches, and he 


would like to ask Capt. Williams whether by the time Seaham’s shaft | 


was down to this enormous mass of wealth the new dressing-floors, 
with their appliances, would be ready pari passu ? 

Capt. WILLIAMS said that, as stated in his report, the new dres ing- 
floors would be commenced in proper time, It might be uaturally 


asked why they had not been commenced before, having such enormous reserves 
to work upon. The difficulty was not in getting lead, but to bring such a con- 
cern as Van to an adequate scale of development required time. Of course, 
matters could be easily forced, but it would be unwise to do so. 

The CHAIRMAN thought It might be satisfactory to the shareholders if Capt. 
Williams could give some idea as to the extent to which the samplings could be 
increased without adding to the cost. ——-Capt. WILLIAMS said the samplings 
could be inereased to 500 tons per month without adding to the cost; the same 
quantity of ore broken at the 45 would give double the quantity of lead, For 
an outlay of 40002. they would be able to return 800 tons of lead per month, and 
shareholders should bear in mind that the great expenditure incurred during 
the last six months had not yet beneficially affected the samplings. 

The CHAIRMAN said they had abundance of capital to pay this 40001., to enable 
Capt. Williams to sample 800 tons per month—the only thing required being 
additional appliances. 

Mr. OLDREY asked how long it was expected tt would be before driving was 
commenced at the 45 fm. level ?——Capt. WILLIAMS sald they could commence 
in three days after the winze had been communicated for ventilation, 

Mr. OLDREY asked what additional quantity of ore would be drawn from the 
45 ?——Capt. WILLIAMS sald about 100 tons the first month, 

Mr. OLDREY asked what quantity of lead the present dressing-floors wero 
capable of returning ?——Capt. WILLIAMS sald the old floors could dress 500 
tons per month, and at Edwards’s shaft the floors could dress a similar amount, 

Mr, G, BATTERS said that the most sanguine among them must 
have had their hopes exceeded by the statement in Capt. Williams's 
report—that for the length driven in the 45 fm. level the lode was 
worth 60 tons of lead per fathom for the width of the lode; and the 
length of ore ground laid open during the past six months musi also have cope 
considerably surpassed all expectation, 

The CHAIRMAN sald that the length of ore ground had already been proved 
for 160 fathoms, the ends in each extreme point having recently considerably 
improved. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. G. BATTERS said the ore ground having been proved for that enormous 
length laterally, and its having also doubled in value as each level had been 
gained, assured large and increasing returns for at least the present generation. 
Looking at what had been accomplished during the past, and in the face of 
heavy drawbacks and difficulties, they might with the utmost confidence leave 
every detail in the hands of their trusted agent, Capt. Willlams. When this 
great mine first became the property of the Van Company the returns did not 
exceed 100 tons per month, but in the comparatively short period of not more 
than two years the returns had increased to between 490 and 500 tons per month, 
notwithstandiug many drawbacks. One great difficulty had been having onl 
one shaft to draw through, but that would be soon obviated by the shaft whic 
was to be sunk a depth of 130fms.—that shaft would be provided with facilities 
for drawing almost any quantity of ore as soon as it had reached the depth of 
45 fms. The discoveries made in the eastern part of the mine were almost as 
important as the great improvement which had taken place in the value of the 
lode in the 45 as compared with the 30, and the 30as compared with the 15 fm, 
level. The discoveries in the 15 and 30, before the 45 had been reached, assu 
an enormously rich mine for many years, but still the 45 had disclosed a lode of 
double the value of what it was in the 30, while laterally the discoveries were 
daily increasing. Indeed so great, so unprecedented, was Van that none but a 
thoroughly practical and well-trained mind could comprehend its value or ca- 
pabilities. Their reserves were of such unparalleled value, and were being 80 
rapidly and enormously extended, that it would be like telling of Kastern fables 
to dwell upon them ; and if when the shaft shall have reached a depth of 130 fms, 
the lode was found of equal value to what it was in the 45, to say nothing of the 
continuance of the improvement which had already marked its development, 
no words it was in his power to employ would adequately convey the value 
of the property. As the Chairman had said, the completion ef the railway was 
one of the most important auxiliaries in the economic development of the mine, 
as was evidenced by the fact that already something like 1200 tons of ore had 
passed over the line, in addition to a growing traffic from the surrounding coun- 
try—an encouraging feature for the shareholders in the Van Railway. Person- 
ally, he was perfectly satisfied with the very great amount of attention givon 
to their interests, and he thought the shareholders were really left nothing to 
desire. Captain Williams had been most unceasing in his efforts to render this 
gigantic property available, and commercially profitable, and too much could 
not be said in his praise. By his remarkable forethought every coutingency 
was ameliorated or provided for, while he anticipates emergencies, and thus 
promotes the general prosperity of the enterprise. (Hear, hear.) 

The motion adopting the reports and accounts was then put and carried una- 
nimously. 

Mr. HUNT proposed that the sum of 5001. be voted to the directors as their re- 
muneration for the past year.—Mr. CATTERSON seconded the proposition, 
which was put and carried unanimously. 

The CHAIRMAN sald that he held more shares than he should recelve an eqnt- 
valent for in the way of remuneration; in other words, that, as a shareholder, 
he should have to pay to himself as a director more than his proportion of the 
remuneration, and it was the same with some of the other members of the board. 

Upon the proposition of Mr.G. BATTERS, seconded by Mr. HUNT, a cordial vote 
of thanks was passed to Captain Williams for his etficient services during the 
past twelve months, 

Capt. WILLIAMS, having appropriately acknowledged the vote, stated he was 
glad to find the shareholders were pleased with his exertions, but were it other- 
wise he could do nomore, (Hear, hear.) Adverting to the railway, it afforded 
him much pleasure to be able to state that he had traversed the line —a distance 
of 64 miles—in 20 minutes, and the return journeyin 16 minutes. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. HALSEY had much pleasure in proposing a vote of thanks to the chairman 
and directors. The gratifying facus enumerated were ample evidence thata 
great deal of their growing success was due to the vigilance and watchful care 
of the board, and the least the shareholders could do was to pass a united vote 
of thanks. (Hear, hear.) 

The proposition, being duly seconded, was put and carried unanimously. 

The CHAIRMAN said his colleagues and himself were much flattered by this re- 
newed mark of confidence. Ile need hardly say that their efforts would con- 
tinueto be undeviating in the interests of the company, and no amount of energy, 
foresight, or matured deliberation would be spared to secure the suceessful ad- 
vancement of this great property. (Lear, hear.)

The second general meeting of shareholders was held at the offices, 
Circus-place, Finsbury, on Feb, 24,—Mr. W. G. CratG in the chair, 

Mr. J. H. TiLLy (secretary) read the notice convening the meeting. 
The reports of Mr. David Forbes, F.R.S. (consulting engineer), and 
Captain Hancock (manager), were taken as read, The directors’ .¢- 


port stated :— 

The directors have much pleasure in placing before the members the balance- 
sheet and appended reports from Mr. David Forbes, F.R.S., Capt Julian, and 
Capt. William Hancock, agent at the mine. In the latter will be found full de- 
tails of the operations and work done since the last meeting of shareholders, 
and in the former the present position and future prospects of the mine are set 
out, which, in the directors’ opinion, cannot be other than satisfactory to the 
members. In the prospectus of the company the basis of remunerative opera- 
tions relied on was the probability that the capels of the lode, in which trae 
silver ore had been discovered since the mine stopped working, would be found 
standing in the levels, and be available for immediate returns on the mine being 
unwatered ; thata large extent of mineral ground between the engine-shaft and 
the south part of the old mine remained unworked ; that in depth the former 
wealth in lead ore would still be found, the mine being comparatively shallow, 
and that the lode to the north, said to have been cut off by a cross-course and 
lost, might again be found, and prove as productive as heretofore. The direc- 
tors have the gratification of reporting that these anticipations are being rea- 
lised as the mine becomes developed. The capels of the lode have been found 
standing in the levels 3 to 8 ft. wide, and more or less impregnated with silver- 
ore, as well as containing a large quanrity of highly argentiferous blende, which 
will produce an assured profit immediately the crushing and dressing machinery 
is ready to return it for the market. The former miners, in driving the 20 fm. 
level south, gradually worked off the course of the lode to theright; and, think- 
ing it had giveu in, although in reality they had only diverged from it, left the 
eud of the level driven in barren ground. A careful examination of the strata 
by the managing director and Capt. Hancock led to a cross-cut to the left being 
made, and the consequent re-discovery of the lode. The discovery is most im- 
portant, not only as proving the continuance of the lode itself, but also as indl- 
cating the probable existence of a considerable mass of ore between this level 
and the adit above as well as in depth, which can be stoped away both hereand 
in the 40 so soon as itis cleared out. The high importance of this discovery 
will at once be seen when it is stated that between the end of this level and 
Masey’s shaft the ground is reported as altogether unworked for a distance of 
70 or 80 fms., thus giving 40 fms. of backs to work upon.

The difficulties that have had to be contended with from the 
dangerous aud insecure old shafts have been great, and have prevented quicker 
progress being made in unwatering the mine. Captain Hancock now hopes to 
reach the 40 in some four or six weeks’ time, at which level, as the entire mine 
can be explored, important results are expected. It is not considered necessary 
to continue sinking the Grinder shaft at present, as it may be found more expe- 
dient and cheaper to drive a level from the old mine in the 40, and Intersect the 
lodes at that depth in this part of the company’s property. The directors have 
thought it advisable to secure some additional land on the run of the lodes, and 
now ask the sharcholders to sanction the purchase of the lease, the acquisition 
of the same being of importance and value to the company. In order to comply 
with the regulations of the Stock Exchange it is necessary to alter clause 85 of 
the Articles of Association, as the directors intend applying for a quotation for 
the shares. The booksof the company, and all documents, are open for the in-

In addition to this a very important discovery had recently 
been made, In driving a cross-cut in the 20, south-west, at a distance of about 
8 ft., the lode was cut into, and found to be 6 ft. wide; between that point and 
Masey’s shaft there was a distance of about 70 or 80 fms., the whole of which 
was undeveloped, so that they might fairly expect a very large deposit of rich 
silver-lead. If it should prove equal to what it was when worked by the old 
miners, it must produce very large returns indeed, The board some time since 
ordered a winding and crushing engine, which would be erected simultaneously 
with the completion of the unwatering of the mine to the 40, so that they would 
be able to begin at once to stope from the lower depth to the upper levels, which 
was the most economical mode of extraction. Mr. Masey, managing director, 
who had visited the mine several times, and recently returned from it, would be 
glad to afford the fullest information, as would also Capt. Hancock, From the 
reports he (the Chairman) was satisfied that their prospects were most encou- 
raging. They knew full well that all mining was more or less speculative, but 
in this case, from the discoveries already made, he thought they might look 
upon this as almost a certainty. He then moved the adoption of the report 
and accounts. 

Mr. COLEMAN wished for some particulars in regard to the items for prelim1- 
Mary expenses and management.—The SECRETARY read the various amounts 
comprised in the two items referred to. 

Mr. COLEMAN, having urged the policy of keeping down expenses as much as 
possible till the mine had been brought into a paying state, seconded the propo- 
sition for the reception and adoption of the report and accounts. 

Mr. MASEY (managing director) assured the meeting that every economy was 
exercised, and as their Chairman was an engineer he was able to check all the 
accounts with regard to the purchase of material, &c.; and Mr. Brown was 
always available to assay the ores, which was a matter of immense importance 
in a mine producing such varied valuable ores. They had now a lode in the 20 
worth 501. per fathom, which assured the success of the mine, At the present 
moment they were in a paying state, and time only was required to extract the 
ore and bring it to market—give them time, and there would be no lead mine 
in Cornwall equal to it. This time two years they will have made such pro- 
gress and opened the mine to such an extent that it would be second to none in 
Cornwall. His optnion was best shown by the fact that, in addition to the large 
interest he previously held, he had recently put 500L. more into the company, 
#0 satisfied was he that agreat success would be realised. Many thousands had 
been expended formerly in endeavouring to discover the lost Treburgett lode, 
which, according to tradition, was cut off by a cross-coarse ; he saw no reason 
why the lode Just cut in the 20 should not be equally as rich as it was wheu 
worked many years since, As to the expenditure, he might inform the share- 
holders that there was not another mine in Cornwall where so much work had 
been so well done for so small an outlay. Theirobject had been to make a good 
shaft, and to carry the mine to a much greater depth, and to prevent accidents 
of any kind. In the shaft named after himself there was a mass of blende ores 
rich for silver—containing, indeed, so much silver that they required a great 
deal of attention and care in dressing, Involving thought and anxiety as to the 
best way of dealing with them. Smelters would not give them anything for the 
blende unless it were of greater value than the silver, but if they could find a 
smelter who would give them the value of the blende as well as the silver, they 
would at once have one of the richest mines in Cornwall, for the blende would 
assay as high as 100 to 500 ozs. of silver, although i& was difficult to get an ave- 
rage market value until several tons had been dressed and sold. A stone from 
the lode in the cross-cut in the 20 yielded 155 ozs, of silver to the ton, irrespec- 
tive of the value for lead and blende. ‘This lode he valued at 501. per fathom. 
He was certain that itonly required a little time to realise the most satisfactory 
results, and as the largest shareholder—or nearly the largest monied share- 
holder—it was everything to him to bring this mine to a profitable and suc- 
cessful issue.

He was struck with the extraordinary assays 
which the silver ores had yielded, and being a great sceptic he procured some 
of them and made separate assays, quite distinct from those made by Professor 
Forbes. The result had induced him to become a shareholder, whereupon he 
was elected a director. He had no hesitation in saying the mine was ina satls- 
factory position as to its capels (which was of importance from the quantity of 
silver they contalned), besides lead, and blende, 

The motion adopting the report aud balauce-sheet was put and carried unani- 
mously. ‘ 

Capt. Rennie was elected director, and Mr.J.W.Thomas was appointed auditor. 

Upon the proposition of Mr. COLEMAN, seconded by Mr. WILLS, a vote of 
thanks was passed to the directors and managing director, which having been 
duly acknowledged, the business of the ordinary meeting terminated,

ABERDAUNANT.—II. Francis, March 2: We have very favourable ground 
for ore in Kule’s cross-cut, north from deep adit level east. The ground in. 
No. 2 adit level east has much improved ; [ think this end willsoon get into or 
The stopes on the north side of No, 2 adit look better for ore to-day than [havi 
seen them at all. The stopes in back of No, 2 adit level east are poor at present,

Ilad it not been for these things the company would Lave been in a much better 
position at this time, There is now about |z0 tons of clay undried on the works, 
and about 100 tons dry here and at Wadebridge. Had we been favoured with 
mild weather duriug the last two months we should have had from 150 to 200 tons 
of clay more on theworks. T am glad to say we have much better weather now, 
and hope to be able to make good progress the next three months, while the 
water is plentiful. The stope of clay is looking pretty well, or in fact, itis much 
the same in appearance as it has been for some time past. Weare working over 
a good bed of clay in the bottom, but cannot take {t away until the engine shaft 
is sunk deeper; [ should recommend this being doneinthecoming summer, By 
sinking the shaft and getting deeper down In the stope of clay it would improve 
the quality, and, of course, it would make a better price. By working deeper 
we should not only get better clay, but there would be a saving in the overbur- 
den also, as we should not require to remove so much for the same quantity of 
clay.

THE NEW MINES REGULATION BILL, AND MINERAL 
STATISTICS, 

A respected correspondent has drawn attention to a clause in the 
* Mines Regulation Bill” (clause 43), which militates so strongly 
against a highly approved organisation, by which a return of the 
value of our mineral produce is regularly furnished to the public, 
that we are led to believe it has originated in pure inadvertence. 
“The Mineral Statisties of the United Kingdom ” originated with Mr, 
Ropertr Hunt in 18458, and from that time for several years returns 
of the tin, copper, and lead mines were regularly published. In 
1853 a Government Commission, consisting of Sir CHARLES TRE- 
VELYAN and Sir STAFFORD NORTHCOTE, examined into the work- 
ing of the Mining Record Office, reported most favourably upon it, 
recommendel its extension, and proposed an additional grant to 
enable the Keeper of Mining Records to visit more regularly the 
mining districts of the kingdom, and to publish a more complete re- 
turn of our mineral productions, From that period the ** Mineral 
Siatistiecs * have included returns, given in detail, for all the metal- 
liferous mines, and carefully collected returns of the make of pig- 
iron in every county, and the produce of the collieries in every in- 
spection district. Beyond this, we have returns of mills and forges, 
of tin-plate works, of our principal clayworks, and of salt manu- 
factures. These returns, which could only have been obtained by 
securing the contidence of the mining world, are given to Mr. HUNT 
as voluntary contributions from the individual mines for the benefit 
of the whole. Upon enquiry we learn that every metal mine in the 
rdom furnishes returns upon application, excepting the numerous

small lead mines of Derbyshire, the returns from that county being 


furnished by the lead smelters themselves, All the ironmasters 
freely send their returns of pig-iron made, &c., to the Mining Re- 
cord Office, Of the 3000 collieries at workin the kingdom, actual— 
not average--returns are received from about two-thirds, and an es- 
timate of the remainder is made by actual enquiries in the coal fields | 
themselves by the Keeperof Mining Records. Complete lists of every 
mine andc ry are furnished, and railway returns of the distri- 
bution of the coal most liverally supplied by the coal carrying 
companies, Thus the * Mineral Statistics of the United Kingdom ” 
are ren ‘eed as complete as possible. 

Theappreciation of this work is shown by the fact that in the month 


of July, 1850, the miners and metallurgists of the kingdom presented 
Mr. Roperr Hunt with a testimonial, consisting of a large silver 
salver, « handsome tea service, and a purse of sovereigns, as mark. 
ing their seuse of the value of his labours, 


The work is looked for 


anxiously each year, and its value in a great mining country such as 
this is cannot be too highly appreciated. 

We hope attention having been drawn to this matter that, instead 
of placing any obstacle in his way, the hands of Mr, Ropert HUNT 
may be strengthened in carrying forward this valuable work, 





THE MINES REGULATION BILL 


Active exertions are now being made to introduce several new 
clauses into the Mines Regulation Bill on the part of the Miners’ 
Associations. so as to ensure the measure being soimproved as to cause 
further legislation for some years tocome unnecessary. The leading 
members of the various miming bodies, including Mr. MCDONALD, 
Mr. NORMANSELL, Mr, PIcKARD, and others, have been in London 
watching the progress of the measure, and with the assistance of 
Lord ELcHO and other members of the Lower House of Parliament 
have framed several amendments to be introduced, or rather pro- 
posed, when the Bill goes into committee. One of the most impor- 
tant additions will be with respect to the weighing clause, making 
it imperative that coal shall be paid for by weight, and that the 
words “measuring and gauging”? shall be altogether omitted from 
the Bill. And further, that “the weight to be used shall be the 
avoirdupois, according to the Imperial Standard of the said Act, 
without any reference to the contract per ton between the owner 
and the person employed,” As the amendment is to be proposed 
by Mr, LANCASTER, the member for Wigan, and who is largely con- 
nected with the Lancashire coal mines, there is very little doubt but 
it will be carried. 

The desirability of having more Inspectors will be brought for- 
ward, and a clause to the following effect will be proposed :— 

** That the owner of every mine or colliery which is being worked shall cause 
all the machinery, erections, shafts, levels, and works in use, or in and about 
the mine or colliery, to be inspected and reported upon once in every twenty- 
four hours, by some competent person or persons employed for that purpose ; 
and shall cause a register of all such reports to be kept at the office of the mine 
or colliery ; and shall once in every four weeks send an abstract of such register 
to the Inspector of the district, detailing the state of the ventilation and its 
fluctuations, if any, and the causes, so far as ascertainable, of such fluctuations. 
And such registers shall be open for examination by the district [uspeetors.’’ 

With the view of ensuring every safety to persons working in 


persons are employed in a mine or colliery, that a party shall be in 
attendance night and day to draw them up, if necessary. 

With regard to the educating of boys engaged in colliery opera- 
tions some little difficulty has evidently been experienced, and the 
proposal with regard to it is of a very moderate character. It is 
sim ly that boys from 13 to 16 years of age shall attend a school six 
hours a week—three hours in two days in every week, 

The other additions are with regard to wood for props, which is 
to be placed convenient to where the workmen are employed. The 
name of the agent or viewer, or manager, shall be registered with 
the Inspectors of Mines; and that where more than twenty per- 
sons are employed in a mine the names of each shall be registered 
as he descends the colliery. By that means, in case of accident, it 
will be at once ascertained who are in the mine, 





ANOTHER TERRIBLE COLLIERY EXPLOSION IN 
SOUTH WALES. 


Carburetted hydrogen and carbonic acid have both been again 
doing their deadly work in the Rhondda Valley. This time the sa- 
crifice at present made known comprises some 41 lives. The place 
of the accident was the Pentre Colliery, situated about 20 miles from 
Cardiff, the property of the Pentre and Church Steam and Coal Com- 
pany. The firm consists of Mr, J. Cory, Mr, R, Cory, jun., Mr. J. 
WARE, and Mr, S. W. Kevity; Mr. Kevty is the general manager. 
In the parish of which the colliery forms a part there are 21 separate 
pits, which turn out together about 1} million tons every year, Up 
to six or seven years ago coal was obtained from the Peutre Colliery 
by a level, but at that time a pit was sunk to the depth of some 212 
yards, having two downeast shafts, and one upeast shaft. The con- 
stant day employment of 200 men, and the occasional employment 
ona Friday night of about 40, enabled the manager to bring up last 
year 50,791 tons of what has been fairly described as the famous 
Welsh steam coal, for the pit is sunk to the 4 feet, but the 2 feet 
9 inch seam is that chiefly worked, There is reason to conclude 
that the explosion occurred in the southern heading, at about 400 
yards from the bottom of the shaft, The precise circumstances con- 
nected with the beginning of the explosion will never be known, 
All the 39 men who went down on Friday evening have perished ; 
and no wonder, Fearful explosions have happened in this neigh- 
bourhood, but never a one so fierce and all-consuming as this. 

** With a terrific roar (says an eye witness) the ignited gas forced its way along 
the workings, carrying death and destruction in its track. shen, with a great 
belch, driving everything before it through the upeast shaft, it broke like a peal 
of thunder upon thestartled earof theealm and unsuspecting night. Thewhole 
machinery at the top of the pit Was in an instant reduced to a state of utter 
wreek. The ponderous shears were snapped asunder aud torn to pieces lke 
matchwood ; immense tron stanchions and bars were twisted and rent intoa 
thousand fantastic forms, The iron cage, still presenting some resemblance to 
its original shape, remains, but shows how great the force of the blast must have 
been which committed this terrible havoc. A huge air stack, standing within 
a few yards of the month of the pit, was shaken to its foundation, a yawning 
gap extending from its summitto its base. Forseveral minutes the atmosphere 
was filled with dense clouds of dust and sulphur, masses of brickwork and ma- 
sonry being scattered for immense distances, The inmate of one house close by 
was startled by the noise of a falling brick, which passed clean through the roof 
of his dwelling, Other neighbouring residents were also aroused by similar 
evidences of the catastrophe which had Just taken place. The shock of the ex- 
plosion was remarkably powerful, perhaps more so than has been the case with 
any similar disaster which has happened of late years. The ground actually 
vibrated for hundreds of yards in all directions; the furniture in some of the 
adjacent houses was actually moved by the violence of the concussion, and the 
crockery rattled as though shaken by an earthquake.” 

Under these circumstances isitsurprising thatanother should say :— 

«Our experience of these tragedies is a great one. We have witnexsed the 
frightful calamities of Gethin, and the still greater one of Ferndale, We have 
seen the corpses of 40 men and boys brought up, and laid down one after the 
other at the pit’s mouth, and have accompanied a vast wagon load of dead from 
distant collieries to the town, where they were received with the loud shrieks 
and bitter wailings so marked a characteristic of the iinpulsive Welsh people. 
But there was something about tue explosion at Pentre specially saddening and 
striking. Forty men were down, and hour after hour passed, and only six had 
been recovered by Saturday night, All this time, from Friday night, the poor 
widows, orphans, motherless, fatherless people were in suspense, and in that 
terrible suspense they were doomed to remain for several days.’’

in 1862, and 30 more in 1865 ; in 1863, 14 lives were lost at Maeste 
and 39 at Margam ; in 1865, 24 at New Bedwelty; in 1867 there 
was the greater catastrophe at Ferndale; and in 1869 the lesser 
both just mentioned, These statistics show how closely—almost 
with regularity—these calamities follow one upon the heels of the 
other. Doubtless, the working of the Welsh steam coal is attended 
with great hazard from falls, and consequent blowers ; but on the 
part alike of men and managers much may be done to reduce the 
fatalities to a smaller proportion than these figures show. Of this we 
shall have something to say next week. Meanwhile, we have only 
to write that we concur heartily with a contemporary, who says :— 

“We have no doubt but that the proprictors of the colliery will do their part 
to relleve the distress which has fallen upon so many households in the little pit 
village. They cannot, however, be expected todoeverything. The call for help 
isurgent. ‘The bereaved relatives of the victims of this latest accident taust not 
be allowed to suffer for the supineness of the class to which they belong, The 
prosperity of South Wales is built up by the labours of such men as those who 
perished on Friday night, and we cannot doubt that thesharers in the Prosperity 
will do something to alleviate the misery which is now desolating so many 
homes In the Rhondda Valley.” 








THE COST-BOOK SYSTEM—RELINQUISHMENT OF SHARES, 


Two very important decisions—the one in the case of Prosper 
United, and the other in that of Clifford Amalgamated—have just 
been given by the Vice- Warden of the Stannaries( Mr, H. W FISHER) 
with reference to the relinquishment of shares in cost-book come 
panies, The right of an adventurer to relinquish his interest in a 
mine, and thus avoid all responsibility for liabilities incurred after 
the date of relinquishment, is not questioned ; the right of the purser 
to sue the relinquishing adventurer for his proportion of any liabi- 
lities outstanding at the date of relinquishment when the liabilities 
exceed the assets is also beyond dispute, but the difficulty appears 
to be to determine how the relinquishing adventurer is to recover 
his proportion of the value of the surplus assets when the assets ex. 
ceed the liabilities. The question is not so readily to be met by a 
general order on the subject as might at first sight be supposed, for 
the cireumstances under which relinquishments are made so con- 
stantly vary that nearly every case seems to require distinct conside. 
ration. In his judgment, both in PALMER'S case and in RoBrnson’s 
case, the Vice-Warden went very fully into details, and from the 
decisions in each it is evident that whilst the Court will exercise its 
influence to prevent injury to creditors through relinquishments, the 
rights of relinquishing adventurers to their proportion of the legi- 
timate assets will be carefully upheld, 

In the Prosper United judgment the distinction between a cost- 
book partnership and an ordinary partnership is carefully pointed 
out—the principles of ordinary partnership have no application in 
determining the liability of a transferree of shares in a winding-up 
for debts contracted before the transfer, because the Cost-book 
System is a partnership with transferable shares; and the Vice- 
Warden remarked that in reference to the relinquishment of shares, 
he believed that this was the first time it had been contended that 
this transaction stands on the same ground as the retirement of a 
partner from an ordinary firm, and gives the surrenderer identical 
rights as against those who continue, These rights it must, he said 
be remembered in the absence of any express contract would be to 
have an account taken, and a sale of the partnership property, modes 
of procedure by no means applicable to adventurers of this deserip- 
tion, Replying to the enquiry—Can it be said that there is anything 
in the relation of the parties in a cost-book partnership, at all 
events as conducted at the present time, which apart from contract 
expressed or implied from an established course of business, or from 
custom, can create a right in favour of a relinquishing adventurer 
to claim his share in the value of the plant against his co-adventurers? 
It is not enough that it may be reasonable that he should have this 
right, but assuming it to be reasonable, and assuming it to be gene. 
rally acted upon, the Vice- Warden was unable to affirm that it is nee 
cessarily inherent in the Cost-book System, It appears to have been 
customary to repay relinquishing adventurers two years after date 
of relinquishment, which, according to Mr, MARRACK’S suggestion, 
adopted by the Vice- Warden, was for the sake of giving time to ase 
certain whether the mine was likely to go on or not, and thatif the 
mine ceased operations within that time the relinquishing adventurer 
would not be entitled to the benelitof his valuation unless the assets 
proved more than sulficient to pay the creditors, Mr, PALMER’s 
claim was, consequently, disallowed, 

In the case of the Clifford Amalgamated relinquishments, the com- 
pany had asystematic method of dealing with the balances of relin- 
quishing adventurers, and carried them into their accounts in a res 
gular manner, the claimants in the present instance appearing in 
the books as ordinary creditors, Consequently, the only question 
was whether (the value of the materials having been depreciated by 
the winding-up order) the relinquishing adventurers were entitled 
to come in upon the more favourable valuation, or upon a valuation 
proved by the realisation on the sale.

THE COAL MEASURES OF AUSTRALIA, 
“ WOLLONGONGITE,” 


Some twenty years since considerable interest was felt in the scien- 
tific world with regard to the disputed question whether the Tor- 
bancehill mineral ought or ought not to be considered coal, and it 
seems that an equally interesting question (though it is fortunately 
improbable that any litigation will result) is likely to arise as to the 
precise nature of the now celebrated Wollongongite. In the great 
trial in the Scotch Jury Court, the Lord President observed in sum- 
ming up that on the one side there were four geologists who gave it 
as their opinion that it was not coal, and five on the other side who 
said it was coal, all speaking with perfect sincerity according to 
what thev as geologists classed as coal. Men of the highest reputa- 
tion in geology and chemistry had been examined, but they differed 
very much in opinion, On one side there were five of the most eml- 
nent chemists who had applied all their skill and energy to find out 
whether it was coal or not, and who had expressed themselves a8 
clearly of opinion that it was not coal, while ten equally eminent on 
the other side were of a diametrically opposite opinion. His lord- 
ship, therefore, directed the jury to ignore the scientific evidence, 
and decide whether the substance was coal or notin the ordinary 
language of those who deal in it, and of the country ; and the jury 
in five minutes agreed that it was coal, The Wollongongite Is 98 
assuredly a coal as the Torbanehill mineral, but seems to surpass the 
latter in commercial value as a gas coal.

MITCHELL, at Megalon, near the Western Railway of New South

THE CoAL QUESTION IN AUSTRIA.—A large amount of valuable 
information concerning the Coal Trade of Austria has just been issued 
by Messrs. Meyer and Co., Vienna, entitled “ Beitriige zur Kohlenfrage 
in Oesterreich,” by Dr. Peez and Mr. Pechar, director of the Dux and 
Bodenbach Railway. It appears that the price of coal is higher in 
Vienna than in any other European capital, the price in that city, 
delivered at the railway station, being 75 krs, to 85 krs, per ewt. (zoll- 
centner), whilst in Paris the price is equivalent to 50 krs.; in Berlin, 
47 krs, to 49 krs.; and in London about 25 krs, to 35 krs., the esti- 
mate being made for coal of similar quality in all cases. There ap- 
pears to be no question that it would be vastly to the advantage of 
Austria to use her own coal, and by the development of her railway 
system the industrials of Austria might certainly be secured greater 
advantages’ in the way of cheap coal than either Prussia or France, 
and Vienna might have an abundant supply of coal if not as cheap 
as London, at least as cheap as Paris. At present Austria is badly 
provided with railway accommodation, and sidings—commercial 
branch lines for the encouragement of industrial undcrtakings—re- 
ceive but little attention, and even where the railways are within 
reach of the collieries, ironworks, and factories there is a scarcity of 
trucks. The tariff, again, is excessive in Austria, averaging from 
twice to four time as much as in North Germany. The entire me- 
moir is well worthy of careful perusal. 





PENNSYLVANIAN CoAL,.—The total production and supply of coal 
in Pennsylvavia in 1870 is estimated at 21,542,025 tons, This total 
is made up thus :—Anthracite reported as carried by the five great 
lines of Pennsylvania, 14,626,338 tons; semi-anthracite, 511,336 
tons ; bituminous coal brought east, 1,605,461 tons; coal finding 
market at Pittsburg from the Monongahela and Youhioghany, 
2,000,000 tons ; sundry other supplies, 2,500,000 tons. The increase 
in the production of anthracite coal in Pennsylvania last year, as 
compared with 1869, is estimated at nearly 2,000,000 tons. This is 
a noticeable result, considering how frequently strikes have pre- 
vailed among the miners, 





PROPOSED SUBSIDY TO THE ComstocK LopE.—The Bill intro- 
duced into the American Congress the present session to devote the 
proceeds of the sale of the mineral lands to the projection of the 
Sutro Tunnel is not likely to pass either House. The same scheme, 
in a different form, was presented a few years ago, and although it 
received considerable support for a time, on account of the extraor- 
dinary efforts of the lobbyists, it was finally defeated by a decided 
majority. The declared reason of its defeat was, if we recollect aright, 
that it would be a dangerous precedent, becoming an entering wedge 
for all sorts of scheme that would want Government aid. We think 
Congress arrived at a correct conclusion, for we cannot see what spe- 
cial claim mining enterprises have on the American Government, 
when that Government claims no reyalty on the mines. The Com- 
stock lode has yielded 24,000,000 to private enterprise within the last 
decade. Why, then, should not private enterprise tunnel the lode 
when necessary? The dividends paid by companies on this lode are 
unprecedented, some of them being as high as3 to 4 per cent. a month 
on the capital stock. That the Comstock is a true fissure vein there 
can be no doubt. None of the great veins of Spanish America or 
Europe which have been profitably worked for the last two hundred 
years have features of continuity more strongly marked than the 
Comstock lode of Nevada, Some are wider, others have been traced 
further, and others have richer ore, but none, we believe, has pro- 
duced a larger amount of bullion within the same brief period. The 
Sutro tunnel, which is intended to cut this lode at a great depth, has 
been projected about 2200 ft., the entire distance being about seven 
miles, The work, however, drags slowly along. The success of the 
various companies on the lode, it seems to us, should cause parties 
connected with them to invest in the tunnel project. The proceeds 
of the sales of mineral lands have thus far been very light, as United 
States patents to mines have not been considered by the miners a 
better title than that of first location ; so the Sutro Tunnel would have 
to drag a slow length alongif it has tedepend entirely on this fund. 





_ MANCHESTER STEAM Users’ AssocraTIoN.—At the annual meet- 
ing of the association, under the presidency of Sir Wm. Fairbairn, 
Bart., an elaborate and interesting report was presented, No explo- 
sion has occurred to any boiler under the inspection of the associa- 
tion during the year. Boiler explosious have received a good deal 
of public attention during the year, The parliamentary committee 
&ppointed last session were unable to complete their enquiry, and they 
agreed to report the evidence they had taken to the House, and to re- 
commend the reappointment of the committee, to complete the en- 
quiry and report thereon. The Steam Users’ Association confidently 
hope that the ultimate result will be the establishment of such a Sys- 


tem of boiler inspection as shall be adequate to the prevention of 
steam-boiler explosions, and at the same time not unduly interfere 
with the liberty of the steam user. The association are in favour of 
compulsory boiler inspection, but are averse to its being carried out 
by the Government, 





REPORT FROM SCOTLAND, 


March 1.—Although from ten of the minor Scotch ports there were 
no shipments of Pig-Iron during last week, considerable buying has 
been made for shipment, consumption, and speculation, the low prices 
giving warrants a preference over makers’ iron. This latter fact has 
also reduced the iron in store something like 3000 tons, while makers’ 
produce is being stacked at the works, On Friday, last week, the 
market closed steady at 52s, 6d. cash; but the opening prices of 
Monday were better, and at the close 52s, 74d. cash, and 52s, 104d, 
one month, were the quotations, with sellers a trifle higher. Yester- 
day prices again advanced, in astrong market, to 52s, 104d. cash and 
53s. ld, one month, but at the close there was some weakness, and 
sellers offered at 52s. 9d. and 53s, one month, with buyers at 2d. per 
ton less, The market was steady to-day—52s. 6d. to 52s. 7d. cash, 
and 52s, 9d. to 52s, 103d. was paid for several thousand tons, closing 
buyers 52s, 6d. cash and 52s, 94d. one month; sellers 1d. per tou 
higher, No. 1, g.m.b., 53s, 3d.; No. 3, 52s. 3d. Makers’ iron, No. l— 
Joltness, 62s.; Gartsherrie, 6ls.; Summerlee, 58s, 6d.; Shotts, 58s.; 
Eglinton, 54s. The shipments of the week, foreign and coastwise,

The shipments of the week 
just ended are in excess of those of last year nearly 12,000 tons, 
being 28,460 tons against 16,520 tons of the some week of 1870, 
Tenders are offered in the market for 150,000 tons of Cannel coal, 
parties tendering having the option of offering for the whole or any 
part, and the payments to be monthly. 

In the Court of Session on Feb, 24, the case of Andrews against

The Lord Ordinary held 
that the operations were not warranted, and granted an interdict, 
and the Court adhered to this judgment with slight alteration, three 
judges holding that at common Jaw the proprietors and mineral 
tenants had no right to execute operations complained of, and that 
the terms of the feu-charter did not confer a right which common 
law excluded. The Lord Justice Clerk differed. The case has been 
appealed to the House of Lords.

TRADE OF THE TYNE AND WEAR,

in most branches. The Elbe and most of the Northern ports are now 
open, and steamers are leaving with cargoes for them, A number of 
steamers also continue to run to the French ports, and the general 
trade of the district is of the most encouraging character, there being 
a good demand for all the staple products of the district, while at 
the same time, with few exceptions, which are noted below, there is 
a good understanding between the workmen and masters. The Iron 
Trade in all branches is good, there being a demand for pigs, rails, 
and bars of all kinds; prices are also gradually getting stiffer, and 
a rise in pigs and all kinds of iron must shortly be established. The 
Plate Trade and also the General Engine and Foundry Trades are 
busy, and from present appearances it is confidently expected that 
all those branches wi!l be carried on with the greatest activity dur- 
ing the spring, as the Coal, Iron, and Chemical Trades are ail im- 
proving most rapidly, 

The operations of the Tyne Coal Company still continue, but no 
remarkable progress has been made lately in the drainage of these 
mines, where the High Main seam lies under water. Their exertions 
for some time have been mainly concentrated on the drainage and 
working of the seams at Hebburn, where some coal is now got out of 
the Low Main seam, which is entire at this colliery. The dip part of 
the Beusham seam is still flooded, but is expected to be drained 
very shortly, when the working of this celebrated house coal will be 
resumed ; until this is done the colliery cannot really be said to be 
reinstated, as the lower seam, which has been reached, and is entire, 
is scarcely so good in quality as the Bensham seam. It will be seen 
that the drainage of the Bensham and the High Main seams is the 
great desideratum here—that is, the drainage of the dip part of the 
workings in the Bensham scam at Hebburn, and the drainage of the 
High Main seamat Wallsend. Inorder to effect this, a large Cornish 
engine has been erected at Wallsend, and it is now nearly ready for 
starting. Itis expected that this and other engines will reduce the 
water here, and, of course, a quantity of water remains to be lifted, 
as a descent must be made in the face of a large body of dead water, 
with large feeders flowing in of something like 250 ft, 

Atthe important new winning at Wardley, onthe South of Hebburn 
royalty, good progress has been made lately, and in the leading shaft 
the famous Bensham seam has been proved. This shaft has been 
sunk to a depth of nearly 180 fms., and a bore-hole put down a few 
feet further through this seam, which appears, from the boring, to 
be of excellent quality, and nearly 5ft.in thickness. It is thesume 
seam as that worked at Harton, which has produced a large quantity 
of house coal of best quality for many years, and, as remarked above, 
it was also worked at Hebburn many years previous to the unfortu- 
nate inundation which stopped its working a few years ago, Seve- 
ral other good seams are expected to be found at a greater depth at 
Wardley. 

Mr. Forster, the lessee of the Sheriff Hill Colliery, Gateshead Fell, 
has commenced to open out another shaft at the extreme western part 
of the royalty adjoining the old Derwent Crook Colliery, Several 
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to exist here, and it is intended to work those. Both steam and coking 
coal is expected to be got in considerable quantities, and also excel- 

lent fire-clay. At the Sheriff Hill Colliery the High Main seam is 

worked at present, some whole coal having been foun there, and 

this seam produces good household coal. 

The Gateshead Fell and district quarries have for ages supplied a 

great part of the world with grindstones, it being a common obser- 

vation that you will findin any part of the world “a Scotchman and 
a Neweastle grindstone.” Those famous stones are obtained from the 

Red Sandstone, which overlies the coal measures in a considerable 

part of Durham and Northumberland, A strike has taken place at 
many of those quarries, the men having turned out for an increase 
of prices, The grindstone quarrymen very justly consider themselves 
as a class much superior to the ordinary rank of block quarrymen, 
and also claim and receive much higher wages, the reason being that 
a considerable amount of skill is necessary in cutting those grind- 

stones. A very close Union has also existed amongst those men, and 
they have by this means frequently raised the rate of wages; indeed, 
for several years past demands have been made for advances, and 
those have generally either wholly or in part been conceded. This 
has again been done, a rise of 2s. per week being asked, and this not 
having been complied with the hands, to the number of 220 men, 
have turned out, and they will, no doubt, be supported by the funds 
of the Union, assisted by other Unions, for some time to come. The 
system of arbitration, already found successful in the iron trades, 
might be applied with much advantage here; at any rate, it is evi- 
dent that the masters must draw the line somewhere, otherwise both 
parties will ultimately be ruined.

REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES, 


March 2.—Very little improvement is yet to be noticed in the Iron 
Trade, although it might be said that the tendency is in that direc- 
tion, Makers and buyers are at last relieved in regard to the ques- 
tion of peace, and that the war is to be discontinued for a time, at 
least, is certain ; but it is quite uncertain what the effects of such a 
peace will be. The conditions laid down by the Germans are not 
considered such as are likely to ensure the permanent peace that they 
have professedly desired ; and after all it is very difficult to see whe- 
ther any large measure of improvement will be brought about in 
business transactions, Opinicns in this respect are various, Some 
makers are sunguine as to the future, while others are filled with ap- 
prehensions, ‘That the basis of the peace just concluded is not satis- 
factory, or likely to conduce to the tranquility of Kurope, more es- 
pecially France, is geuerally agreed upon, Butitis argued that that 
unhappy country, sensible of her fallen position, will adhere more 
energetically to industrial pursuits, in order to resuscitate her re« 
sources, and hence for a time at least there may be implicit confi- 
dence that no renewal of hostilities will take place. However this 
may be, it must be expected that considerable cautiousness will still 
be exercised by both makers and buyers in their heavy transactions, 

In the finished iron departments it may be observed that anima- 
tion has fairly increased as compared with a few weeks ago. Some 
of the large establishments of the district are now more regularly em- 
ployed on railway contracts, several thousand tons being exported in 
the week from the local ports to the United States of America, Ade« 
vices from that country are also somewhat more encouraging, and 
there is again reason to believe that there will be a large demand for 
railway materials and other finished iron on account of that country, 
Mor Canada some purchases continue to be made, but sparingly so 
far, yet there are indications of more extensive specifications coming 
to hand, Perhaps about the most difficult question at the present 
moment to answer is as to what Russia will do. The termination of 
the war between France and Germany will, in all probability, result 
in Eastern buyers of manufactured iron coming more freely into the 
markets, and the least sanguine expectation is that a good enquiry 
will gradually, at least, spring up in that direction. Possibly such 
enquiry will take place with little or no delay, but itis more than 
likely that a little time will be taken up in placing business on a firm 
footing. The fact, however, that the Black Sea Conference is not 
yet over is to some extent a drawback to the trade. Russian buyers 
still show considerable cautiousness in their negociations, and it is 
difficult to say when the renewal of that connection with Muscovite 
purchasers, which was so beneficial to the district in the early part 
of last year, will again be experienced. It is understood that some 
orders on Russian account are about to be placed in the markets, and 
strenuous efforts will be madejby makers of this district to secure a 
fair proportion of the employment for their establishments, but it 
must be admitted that prospects in this respect are scarcely so en- 
| couraging as might be desired, In the home trade improvement is 

very slow in development, and there is scarcely so much doing as 
| Was expected. Attempts have been made to establish higher quota- 
tions, but without success. In tin-platesthere is noalteration to note, 
In the Steam Coal Trade the orders coming to hand are not so nu- 
| merous as expected, more particularly is this the case as regards se- 
| veral of the continental markets. Ou account of France, it must be 
| admitted that there is a considerable recovery in the demand, which 
has assisted the trade to a large extent, and as compared with three 
months ago the colliery proprietors are able just to afford the men 
an extra turn per week. The enquiry from the principal foreign 
mail packet stations continues tolerably good, with a prospect of an 
increase as the season advances, Quotations show no improvement, 
| There ‘is little if any change to report since last week. Purchases are

REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE, 


March 2.—The Exchanges to-day and yesterday at Birmingham 
and Wolverhampton have naturally been somewhat excited in dis- 
cussing the probable results of peace on trade, Opinions differ 
greatly as to the consequences which may be expected to ensue. No 
one can as yet measure the financial effects of the payment of the 
large indemnity demanded from France, whilst it is impossible to 
regard with anything like confident assurance the prospects of a 
firm Government, and an earnestdisposition to maintain the national 
credit. The chance, many think the probability, that the Treaty of 
Commerce with England will be put an end to, and heavy import 
duties imposed, is an untoward feature. However, we may hope for 
the best, and should the country be able to settle down, and adopt 
stable institutions, the rest of the world will at any rate breathe more 
freely, and trade relieved from the pressure of uncertainty is pretty 
sure to recover. 

As yet any decisive results of the re-establishment of peace has 
scarcely appeared in the Staffordshire Iron Trade. Some contracts 
have been made for spring, but any change yet experienced must be 
regarded as too partial to be accepted as an indication of the results 
of the close of the strife. A degree of improvement in the home 
demand may arise as much from the advance of the season as the ar- 
rangement of the international duel. There is a steady demand for 
pig-iron, and the price is tolerably firm. 

The Hardware Trades of Birmingham and of South Staffordshire 
are steadily improving as the season advauces, and the prospect ap: 
pears hopeful for the rest of the year. 

The great increase of the railway traffic is proved by the necessity 
for increased provision in connection with the detivery of coal, &c., 
by the London and North-Western Company at Wolverhampton 
The large amount of coal which comes from Cannock Chase, and 
which will be more conveniently delivered in the town when the new 
direct line is made to Walsall, has led to the preparation of an ex- 
tensive wharf ona large piece of ground near the centre of the town, 
and close to thecentral station ; and other extensions arein progress, 

The Midland Steam-Boiler Company has had a temporary cheek 
to its progress, so far as the earning of dividend and the accumulation of a re- 
serve fund areconcerned, At the last meeting, after paying 10 per cent, on the 
capital, it was decided to carry 710/. to the reserve fund, Heavy claims after 
the meeting, however, prevented that being done, and this half-year no dividend 
is declared, but 719/, is carried forward, after paying all claims, At the half- 
yearly mecting Mr. J. Barker, the Chairman, sald the company had now nearly 
3000 boilers under its charge-2957!; and, besides the chief engineer, six sub- 
inspectors were appointed to examine them, aud each boiler was examined four 
times a year. Owners of boilers who neglect to avail themselves of this protec- 
tion, Which involves ouly a small cost, are exposed to serious responsibiliites, 





REPORT FROM THE NORTH OF ENGLAND. 

Vareh 2.—The prospects of peace have considerably stimulated the 
Pig-lron Trade of the Cleveland district. On Tuesday the demand 
was much brisker thanonany of the recent market days, and makers 
were throughout much firmer in their quotations. The opening of 
the northern ports also causes an improvementin the immediate re- 
quirement of pig metal. Prices were for No. 1, 50s, 6d. to 51s, ; No. 3, 
47s. net cash on trucks at makers’ works, or f.o.b. on the Tees; 1s. 
extra for four months’ bill, The late addition to makers’ stocks will, 
it is expected, soon show signs of decrease. The blast-furnaces are all in full 
operation, the large make of the district being well maintained. Shipments 
are somewhat better, and deliveries by rail are also improving. For rails a 
better enquiry has of late been made, This week there is a little more anima- 
tion observable, and for America and Russia the requirements are heavier, 
The quantity of orders now in tue market, however, is short of an average de- 
mand, and orders for considerably more rails will have to be received by Cleve- 
land makers before they wlll be anything like supplied adequate to the produc- 
ing power of the district; there are, of course, some exceptions. It is stated, 
however, that one or two bouses have orders in hand to employ them for many 
months to come; there are several others, on the other hand, who are far less 
favourably situated. Prices are firmcr to-day, but no absolute advance is no- 
ticeable, For plates and angles there is still a steady demand, both from Scotch 
and English buyers. Shipbuilding on the lees, Tyne, and Wear is brisk. En- 
gineering establisiments are generally pretty well off for work, particularly for 
marine orders; for bridge and general work there is a steady run of orders, Bor 
foundry castings orders are more plentital, and prices are improved in a slight 
degree. Enquiries for chairs are better, and generally lo this department there 
is wore doing. General satisfaction Is expressed at the announcement of the 
North-Eastern Railway Company to equalise the rates on minerals to irouworks 
in the North ; it is hoped the same arraugement will soon be made with regard 
to rates charged on coal for shipping. The Coal and Coke Trades are in a 
healthy condition, 











REPORT FROM DERBYSHIRE AND YORKSHIRE, 

March 2.—The general condition of the Iron and Coal Trades is 
without any material alteration, so far as regards Derbyshire. A 
very large number of furnaces are in blast, and the production of 
pig-iron is almost in excess of the returns for any previous period. 
A rather steady, more than an active, business is being done in ma- 
nufactured iron and general castings aud pipes. The demand for 
House Coal is moderately good, the change in the weather havinga 
tendency to lessen the business for that description, To London, 
however, there has been no perceptible decrease In the tonnage, although such 
may now be expected, The reduction of the rates by the Midiand and Great 
Northern Kailway Com panies has not been of any great benefit to the coalowners 
of Derbyshire whilst it does not allow them the opportunity of entering Into 
engagements for future consigments, sceing that the present state of affairs can- 
not last much longer, with a loss of between 80001. and 4000/7. weekly by the two 
companies. The difference of 1s, 4d, per ton in favour of Derbyshire as against 
South Yorkshire is still maintained, so faras the London traffic is concerued. So 
far, therefore, the only persons who appear to have been really benefited are the 
merchants and dealers, as coal bas recently been quoted at the same prices as 
ruled before the reduction of 2s. 3d. per ton came into operation. A slight im- 
provement may be noticed with regard to Steam Coal, the season for which is 
how approaching.
